On the arrival in) port this 
morning of tho s.4. Philoctotes, 
a Bluo Funnel steamer, from 
Vancouver, the story was told of 
n fight at sea botween a numbor 
of Chineso passongeora, as nrosult 
of which one oldorly Chinese 
paasongor was killed, ° . 

Invostigations aro still being 
made hore and the facta: of tho 
case caro not quite clear. Te 
would appear, however, that ao 
quarrel broke out among somo of 
the Chineso passongers§ ond, 
hefore the ship's officors had 
rostored ordor, ono man, aged 65 
years, had beon killed. 

Whon tho ship camo into 
port, tho body of the man was 
taken off and convoyod to tho 
Kowloon Mortuary, whilst tho 
Police detained a numbor of men 


for enquiries. The ‘polico  in- 
vestigations aro not yot comploto, 
but in all probability polico court 
procecdings will onsuo. 


COLONYS WEALTH. 


“TYPHOID AND 
DIPHTHERIA, 


The health return for the past 
week shows soven casos of 
typhoid, of which three terminat- 
od fatally, the sniferers being 
three British, one Portuguese and 
threo Chinese. There were also 
threa Chinese cases of diphtheria, 
of which two were fatal, and ono 
fatal caso of corebro-spinal fover 
(Chinese), Ono Chinese death 
from inluenzs was ulso reported. 

Yesterday's health — return 
shows threo further cases of 
diphthoria (tho sufferers boing 
British, Portugueso and Chinese 
rospectively), and ono more caxo 
of corobro-spinal fover (Chinose). 


KOWLOON GODOWN 
FIRE. 


NITRIC ACID ABLAZE. 


A firo broke outin the premises 
of the Kowloon Godowns shortly 
after midnight and caused some 
alarm bocause tho goods involvod 
wore nitric acid, a chomical usod | 
in tho. manufacture of oxplosives. | 
Howevor,; the cases containing 
the liquid were stored in the yard 
in the rear of No. 50 Godown, 
and tho. prompt attention of tho 
Kowloon Brigade, which had 
only a very short distance to 
travorso before it reached tho 
scono, resulted in tho outbroak 
being quolled within an hour. 

Tho causo of tho fire is at- 
tributed to tho breakage of one 
of tho receptaclos containing tho 
acid, tho heat gonorated from the 
chemical being believed to have 
sot up combustion amongat the 
packings and waodoncases, When 
tho firemon arrived thoy found 
yellow fumos voiling the placo 
whero tho cargo was B'ored, and 
a hoso had to ho nsod from a long) 
distanco. In tho later stages of tho, 
firemon's task thoy utilised a 
“foain compound" exlinguishor 


and thia vory offuctively smothor- 
ed the flames. 

Fortunately, nono of the fire- 
men was overcome by the 
asphyxioting fumes genoraten 
from tho chemicals. From Mr. 
Brooks, the Brigado Suporinton- 
dont, this morning, wo had tho 
intorceting statémont that his 
men after the fice drauk fresh 
mitk—a highly offectiva safo- 
guard, so he assured us, ogainst 
tho offects that might have boen 
left from inhaling fumes. 

The acid consignmont is thepro- 
porty of the Kwong Wo firm, and 
damago was dono amounting .te 
ovor a hundred dollars,
